2014 EASTERN CONFERENCE SEMIFINALS, FIRST LEG: AT COLUMBUS CREW 

TEAM NOTES 


PRIMED FOR THE POSTSEASON 

The Revolution have qualified for the MLS Cup Playoffs for the 12th time in club history and 
for the second year in a row ... this season marks the second-consecutive appearance under 
third-year head coach Jay Heaps ...the Revs previously qualified for the playoffs in 1997, 
2000, 2002, 2003, 2004, 2005, 2006, 2007, 2008, 2009 and 2013 ... the team’s three-year 
postseason drought between 2010, 2011 and 2012 was the longest in club history ... last 
season, the Revolution entered the MLS Cup Playoffs as the East’s No. 3 seed and feel to 
second-seeded - and eventual MLS Cup champion - Sporting Kansas City, 4-3 on aggregate 
after extra time. 

REVS TO HOST LEG 2 OF EASTERN CONFERENCE SEMIFINALS - NOVEMBER 9 

The Revs will host the second leg of their Eastern Conference Semifinal series at Gillette 
Stadium on Sunday, November 9 ... kickoff for that match is set for 5 p.m., and ESPN2 will 
broadcast the match nationally ... tickets in the lower bowl for that game start at $30 and are 
on sale through revolutionsoccer.net and all Ticketmaster outlets. 

HOW THE PLAYOFF SERIES WORK 

Both the conference semifinal and conference championship series are two-game, aggregate- 
goal series ... the teams will play two matches, the first at the home venue of the lower seed 
and the second at the higher seed's stadium ... the team with the most goals scored will 
advance to the next round ... in the event that both teams score the same number of goals, 
the club with the most goals scored on the road will advance ... the road goals tie-breaker is 
new this season ... if both teams are level on goals and road goals, then the teams will play 
30 minutes of extra time ... if the aggregate goals are still tied after 30 minutes, then penalty 
kicks will be used to determine which team advances. 

SUCCESS AGGREGATES ITSELF 

Since MLS adopted the two-leg, aggregate-goal playoff series format in the conference semifi¬ 
nals in 2003, the Revs are 4-2-2 in the first leg of the series ... in 2013, the Revolution claimed 
a 2-1 win at Gillette Stadium over Sporting Kansas City, before falling 4-3 on aggregate in the 
series ... since the league moved to the aggregate goals format, the Revolution have been the 
higher seed in four of their eight previous playoff appearances and have played on the road in 
the first game four times ... in those matches, the Revolution went 1 -2-1, but they have man¬ 
aged to advance to the conference championship in each series. 

... ROAD GOALS FLOWING OF LATE 

With the new emphasis on road goals in this year’s playoff series, the Revs have shown lately 
a penchant for road scoring ... in the Revs’ last five games on the road, the club has scored 
10 goals, averaging 2.00 goals per game ... that includes two three-goal efforts (at Toronto on 
August 30 and at Sporting KC on September 26)... however, the Revs were shut out in one of 
those matches - a 1-0 loss at Columbus on September 20, which was also the Revs’ final loss 
of the season. 

A SOLID SECOND PLACE FINISH 

New England finished the season in second place in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, 
four points back of first-place D.C. United (59 points)... the Revs’ second-place finish was the 
team’s highest since 2007, when the club also finished second on the way to its third-straight 
appearance in MLS Cup ... this was the seventh time the Revs have finish among the East’s 
top two teams since the inaugural 1996 season, and the first time since 2007. 

FAMILIAR PLAYOFF FOES 

The Revs and Crew have met twice previously in the MLS Cup Playoffs, with the Revolution 
winning both previous series ... in 2002, the teams met in a first-to-five-points MLS Cup Quar¬ 
terfinal series that needed three games to be decided ... the Revolution went 1-0-2 - including 
a pair of draws at Crew Stadium - to advance to the club’s first-ever Eastern Conference 
Championship and later the team’s first-ever appearance in MLS Cup ... in 2004, the teams 
met in the Eastern Conference Semifinals, with the Revs claiming a 2-1 win on aggregate 
behind goals from Avery John at Gillette Stadium in the fist leg and Taylor Twellman at Crew 
Stadium in the second leg ... in the second match in Columbus, Matt Reis saved a pair of 
penalty kicks to help reserve the 1-1 draw. 

REVS RED HOT OVER THE FINAL THIRD 

Entering the July 30 match against Colorado, the Revolution were tied for sixth place in the 
Eastern Conference and mired in an eight-game losing streak, one loss away from equaling 
the longest losing streak in club history (nine games)... however, the 3-0 win that night ignited 
an 14-game run to close out the regular season in which the club went 10-2-2 ... in those 14 
games, New England claimed 32 of a possible 42 points after taking only 23 points from the 
60 available in the season’s first 20 games ... in the last 11 games, no team has been hotter 
than the Revolution, who have gone 9-1-1 ... Saturday's opponent, Columbus has been the 
second-hottest team in that time, going 8-2-1. 


WINS RECORD MATCHED 

With 17 wins the Revolution matched the club’s season wins record set in 2005 ...the clubs 17 
wins match the highest win total in club history, ahead of the 1996 and 1997 totals of 15, and 
the 2013 total of 14. 

OTHER SIGNIFICANT MARKS SET 

While the Revs matched the club’s record win total with 17 victories this year, the team finished 
with other high marks in the team’s record books: 

• the team's 55 points was the second-highest total in club history behind the 59-point 
season in 2005 

• the team's 1.62 points per game mark is the third-highest in club history, behind 2005’s 
1.84 PPG and 2007’s 1.67 PPG 

• the club’s 51 goals tied for the third-highest total in club history: 55 (2003, 2005), 53 
(2008), 51 (2008, 2014) 

DRAWING ON HOME SUCCESS ... 

With a two-game series up next, the Revolution will have to prove their mettle both at home 
and on the road ... this season, the Revolution posted an 11-4-2 mark at Gillette Stadium and 
earned the second-highest home win total in MLS (LA, Dallas and Seattle all had 12 home 
wins, while Salt Lake and DC also had 11 victories at home)... the Revs started the season 
4-0-1 at home before dropping their next four games ... however, since July 26 - a 2-1 loss to 
Columbus - New England has gone 7-0-1, which also includes a 2-1 win over the Crew on Oc¬ 
tober 4 ... the Revs’ 11 home wins tied the club record set in 1997 and later equaled in 2005. 

...AND ROAD TRIUMPHS 

This season, the Revolution also matched the club’s record for road wins, going 6-9-2 away 
from Gillette Stadium ... that was tied for the league's eighth-best road mark ... over the team's 
final nine weeks of the regular-season, New England played five games away from Foxbor- 
ough, and went 3-1-1 mark in five games ... the team’s lone loss came at Columbus, a 1-0 
defeat on September 20 in the teams’ only meeting in Ohio this year... the Revs earned six 
road wins in five previous seasons: 1999, 2005, 2007, 2008, 2013. 

#MVLEE MAKES HIS CASE 

Lee Nguyen finished a spectacular season on a high note, adding his league-best ninth game¬ 
winning goal in the season finale against Toronto FC ... one of the front runners for MLS MVP 
this season, Nguyen finished with 18 goals - the league’s single season record for goals scored 
by a pure midfielder - and five assists in 32 games this season ... the top scoring American in 
MLS this season, Nguyen also finished: 

• fourth in goals in MLS 

• the top goal-scoring midfielder in MLS 

• as the MLS leader with nine game-winning goals 

Nguyen’s individual statistical brilliance also translated to team success as: 

• the Revs were 14-1-2 this season when he scored a goal or registers an assist 

• in the last 14 games, the Revs were 10-2-2 with Nguyen scoring 12 goals and adding 
four assists in that time 

• he scored or assisted on 45 percent of the Revolution's goals this season (23 of 51) 

PLAYOFF EXPERIENCE READILY AVAILABLE THIS YEAR 

In 2013, the Revolution entered the MLS Cup Playoffs for the first time in four seasons with 
only a smattering of players with postseason experience ... however, this year, the team is far 
more honed for postseason play ... a total of 15 players on the roster have game experience 
in the playoffs: Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Teal Bunbury (with Kansas City), Scott Caldwell, 
Andy Dorman, Diego Fagundez, Andrew Farrell, Jose Goncalves, Dimitry Imbongo, Shalrie 
Joseph (with New England and Seattle), Brad Knighton (with Vancouver), Lee Nguyen, Kelyn 
Rowe, A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney ... last season, only four players had postseason experi¬ 
ence when the team met Sporting Kansas City in the Eastern Conference Semifinals: Alston, 
Barnes, Matt Reis and Tierney. 

PLAYOFF EXPERIENCE SHORT IN KEY POSITIONS 

While the Revolution have a wealth of playoff experience around the field, there are some 
key positions where the team is lacking postseason chops: forward, central midfield and 
goalkeeper... Charlie Davies and rookie Patrick Mullins have never seen MLS playoff experi¬ 
ence, while Jermaine Jones has not been part of the MLS Cup Playoffs ... additionally, Bobby 
Shuttleworth has never played in the postseason, after Matt Reis started in the team’s series 
with Kansas City last year. 

PLAYOFFS COMPARABLE TO CHAMPIONS LEAGUE, SAYS JONES 

Jermaine Jones is one of the Revolution’s most-experienced players, having recently come 
stateside after a 14-year career in the top leagues in Europe ... with 23 appearances in UEFA 
Champions League matches while playing for Germany’s Bayer Leverkusen and Schalke 04, 
Jones has plenty of experience in the two-match knockout series format used in the MLS Cup 
Playoffs ... recently, Jones said, “Now we have two games. I always say it's like Champions

League in Europe. Now you have to show you have the quality not only in the (regular) season 
games, but important games, too." 

NGUYEN MAKING WAVES IN REVS’ RECORD BOOKS 

Lee Nguyen put together one of the Revolution’s most memorable goal-scoring seasons in 
club history... Nguyen’s 18 goals tied him for the second-best season goal tally in club history, 
with Raul DiazArce (18 in 1998)... only Taylor Twellman (23 in 2002) scored more goals in 
one season ... Nguyen entered this season with nine goals in his first two MLS seasons com¬ 
bined, a total that he doubled with a goal in the the final game of the season against Toronto 
FC ... he had never scored more than five goals in an MLS season before his 18-goal outburst 
this year. 

AREAL GAME-WINNER... 

Lee Nguyen made a habit of helping the team win this season, scoring a league-best nine 
game-winning goals - including in each of the team’s final two matches - and adding one 
game-winning assist... his nine game-winning goals tied the second-best season total in MLS 
history, equaling Chris Wondolowski’s efforts (2010 in San Jose) and Carlos Ruiz (2002 in LA) 
... Wondolowski set the MLS single-season record for game-winning goals with 11 in 2012 ... 
prior to this season, no Revolution player had ever recorded more than Taylor Tweilman’s six 
game-winning goals in 2005 ... Nguyen's 11 career game-winning goals rank fourth in the club 
record book, behind Twellman (28), Joe-Max Moore (13) and Steve Ralston (12). 

LEE TOOK HIS LUMPS 

Lee Nguyen suffered 78 fouls this season, the third-highest total in MLS ... only Chicago’s 
Quincy Amarikwa (101) and Portland's Darlington Nagbe (93) were fouled more than Nguyen, 
who averaged almost 2.5 fouls suffered per game ... Nguyen is the first Revolution player 
to finish in the top five in MLS fouls suffered since Benny Feilhaber was third in 2012 with 
70 fouls suffered ... Nguyen suffered three or more fouls in 14 games this season, but was 
untouched in only three matches this year. 

JONES MAKES AN IMMEDIATE IMPACT 

Jermaine Jones has tallied two goals and four assists in 11 games since joining the Revs on 
August 24 ... since Jones’ arrival, the Revs have also gone 9-1-1 ... New England were 6-0-0 
when Jones scored a goal or added an assist, and his totals included two game-winning goals, 
two game-winning assists and two game-tying assists. 

ROWE ONE OF THE STARS OF THE CLASS OF 2012 

With 15 goals and 18 assists in the last three seasons, Kelyn Rowe has recorded more as¬ 
sists than any other player in his 2012 draft class ... in terms of goals, only Sporting Kansas 
City’s Dorn Dwyer (24 goals), D.C. United's Luis Silva (19) and Vancouver’s Darren Mattocks 
(16) have scored more among the 2012 rookies of 2012 ... in the same time period, only Lee 
Nguyen (27 goals) and Diego Fagundez (20 goals) and have scored more goals for New 
England. 

SPREADING THE SCORING OUT 

Fourteen different players scored a regular-season goal for the Revolution this season ... that 
number tied for the second-most goal scorers among all MLS teams with Colorado, Chicago 
and Portland also having 14 different scorers ... only Philadelphia had more scorers with 15 ... 
after Lee Nguyen’s team-leading 18 goals, Diego Fagundez and Kelyn Rowe have five, Teal 
Bunbury and Patrick Mullins each have four, Charlie Davies has three while Jermaine Jones 
and A.J. Soares have two each ... six different players have scored once with the Revs also 
benefiting from own goals by Victor Bernardez (at San Jose on March 29) and Chad Marshall 
(vs. Seattle on May 11)... the Revs are also near the top of MLS with 15 different players 
recording an assist for the club this season ... only Philadelphia (with 17) had more players, 
while Colorado, D.C., Montreal and Portland also have 15 different players with at least one 
assist. 

CONSTANT KOBAYASHI 

Daigo Kobayashi was the only Revolution player to appear in all 34 of the club’s regular-sea- 
son matches this year... in his first season with the club after being acquired from Vancouver 
in late February, Kobayashi finished with four assists in 1,867 minutes ... while his 34 appear¬ 
ances were the most on the club, his 23 starts ranked seventh and his 1,867 minutes were 
10th ... the Revs were 13-8-2 when Kobayashi started ... all four of his assists came in games 
that he started ... the former Japanese international also played in two of the Revs’ three U.S. 
Open Cup games this year and leads the club with 36 appearances in all competitions. 

COMING FROM BEHIND 

The Revolution conceded the game’s first goal in six of the nine matches they played since the 
start of September... however, they came back to win four of those games while also securing 
a draw ... on the season, New England was 5-12-2 when allowing the game’s first goal... only 
Seattle, with six, had more wins than the Revs in games they’ve trailed 1-0 ... the Revs started 
the season poorly when falling behind, going 0-10-0 in the first 10 games in which they trailed 
at halftime, but rallied to go 5-2-2 after that. 


TWO WILL DO IT...USUALLY 

Revs scored two or more goals 16 times this season ... when scoring two or more goals, 
the Revs were 15-0-1 with the lone draw coming in a 2-2 draw at Montreal on October 11 
... the Revs have not lost a game in which they scored two or more since September 14, 
2013, when Chicago scored a pair of controversial second-half goals to turn the Revs’ 2-1 
halftime lead into a 3-2 loss ... the Revs were just 2-13-3 when scoring fewer than two 
goals this season, with the two wins coming on August 23 when the Revs beat Chivas 
USA,1-0 and in the regular-sason finale against Toronto on October 25 ... New England’s 
3-2 win over Sporting Kansas City on September 26 was the second time the club won 
when allowing two or more goals ... the Revs were 2-10-1 in the 13 games in which the 
they conceded more than one goal. 

GOAL SCORING AND CONCEDING NEARLY EVENLY SPLIT 

The Revs finished the 2014 season as one of 10 teams in MLS to score 50 or more goals 
and one of 11 with a positive goal differential... with 51 goals scored and 46 conceded, 
the Revolution finished tied for ninth in MLS in goals scored and eighth in goals allowed ... 
their +5 differential was tied for the ninth best in MLS ... New England split its goal scoring 
almost evenly between the two halves, scoring 25 first-half goals compared to 26 second- 
half goals ... defensively, the Revs were only slightly off-balance, having conceded 25 
before the break and 21 after halftime on the year... in thier final four games in the month 
October, the Revs conceded four first-half goals but held their opponents scoreless in the 
second half. 

DRAW-ING COMPARISON 

New England finished the 2014 regular season tied with Seattle for the fewest draws in 
MLS with four, matching the MLS record for fewest ties in a 34-game season ... in 2012, 
Colorado set the MLS record for fewest draws in a 34-game season with four... the MLS 
record for fewest draws in a season was two, however those were set in either 28-game 
or shortened seasons: New England (2 in 2002 in 28 games), MetroStars (2 in 2002 in 28 
games), D.C. United (2 in 2001 in 26 games) and Tampa Bay (2 in 2001 in 27 games)... 
at the other end of the spectrum, one of the four teams to draw the Revs this season - the 
Chicago Fire - set a new league record for draws in a season with 18. 


FAMILIAR FACES IN THE BACK FOUR

NEUMANN IS REVS’ GO-TO MAN OFF THE BENCH 

Rookie midfielder Steve Neumann was the Revs’ most ultilized substitute this season 
... selected by the Revolution with the fourth overall pick in the 2014 MLS SuperDraft, 
Neumann appeared in 23 games as a rookie, including a league-best 20 substitute appear¬ 
ances ... after Neumann made his MLS debut as a substitute on April 5 at D.C. United, he 
appeared in 12 straight MLS games as a second-half sub between April 19 and July 16 
... he made his first career start at FC Dallas on July 19 ... he was included in Jay Heaps’ 
18-man squad for 32 of the club's 34 regular-season games, including each of the last 31.

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BUNBURY FINDS SUCCESS IN NEW ROLE 

While Teal Bunbury was rested the last two matches of the season while dealing with a ham¬ 
string knock, he did wrap up one of his more productive professional seasons this year... he 
joined the Revs with a reputation for scoring goals -19 in 77 games in Kansas City - Bunbury 
found himself in a new role this year... with six assists assists this year - one fewer than his 
total in four previous seasons combined - Bunbury led the Revolution in assists this year... his 
four goals were tied for fourth on the team, as well... after starting the season as the team’s 
primary forward, he moved to the right wing in mid-May and saw five of his six assists come 
from the new position. 

SHUTTLEWORTH THE STEADY 

Bobby Shuttleworth made a career-high 32 starts this season, and had his best professional 
season as the primary starter to date ... his 1.25 goals against average was sixth among 
league goalkeepers with at least 24 starts, and his career-high 16 wins were second-most in 
MLS this year... his 94 saves this season were the most in a single-season in his career, and 
his eight shutouts were tied for fourth-most in MLS this year... Shuttleworth is now ranked 
second - behind Matt Reis - in almost every Revolution career goalkeeping category, including 
appearances (75), starts (73), minutes played (6,704), goals against average (1.33), wins (29), 
saves (216) and shutouts (21). 

CALDWELL CALLS THE MIDDLE HOME 

Scott Caldwell, the Revs’ second-ever Homegrown player, has made a home in the Revs' 
central midfield ... as a rookie in 2013, Caldwell made 29 appearances - including 23 starts ... 
this year, Caldwell appeared in 26 matches, with 14 starts while sharing time with Jermaine 
Jones and Andy Dorman ... in 55 career appearances, Caldwell has four assists - including two 
in each of his pro seasons. 

CAUTIONARY TALE 

The Revolution closed out the regular season with no players booked in the final two games, 
just the third and fourth times this season that the Revs were card-free in a match ... despite 
the two recent clean games, the Revs finished the season tied with the Montreal Impact for the 
seventh-most yellow cards with 58 bookings ... the Crew ranked just behind the Revs, in ninth, 
with 56 bookings on the season though they were shown five red cards compared to New 
England's two, which were tied for the fewest in MLS. 

NOT SEEING RED 

The Revolution were shown only two red cards this season, tied for the lowest mark in MLS 
this year... the team’s two red cards is more impressive in that the team had a league-high 
eight red cards in 2013 ... the Revs’ two reds this season is the club's lowest mark since one 
red in 2007.

Of New England’s 51 goals in the 2014 season, 42 came in the club’s 17 wins while just five 
were scored in the Revs’ 13 losses ... four goals were scored in draws ... at the other end of 
the field, the club conceded just 13 times in games that it won compared to 29 in games that 
the club lost and four in draws. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, just completed his fourth season with the Revolu¬ 
tion ... he had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for fifth in MLS) to lead the club in 
scoring while adding seven assists... the Leominster, Mass., product was also voted team MVP 
... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, and marked the highest season goal 
total for a teenager in MLS history ... the only teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more 
goals in one season, Fagundez now has 22 goals in 88 regular-season games his MLS career 
and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager:

REVS MAKING USE OF THEIR DEPTH 

Of the 31 players currently on the Revolution roster - a number that includes forward Jerry 
Bengtson, who is currently on loan to Argentine club Belgrano - 25 appeared in at least one 
regular-season game this season ... the only players that did not see any MLS action this 
season are midfielder Shalrie Joseph (who was injured for much of the campaign), forward 
Andre Akpan (who was acquired from New York in mid-August), goalkeeper Larry Jackson, 
defender Jossimar Sanchez, goalkeeper Luis Soffner and midfielder Alec Sundly ... of that 
group, Sanchez, Soffner and Sundly spent the majority of the season on loan with the USL 
PRO’S Rochester Rhinos and in late September following the end of the Rhinos' season. 

LOCALS GETTING ON THE SCORESHEET 

New England products combined to score nine goals and add 15 assists for the Revs this 
season ... head coach Jay Heaps, who is a local product himself having been raised in 
Longmeadow, Mass., relied on a quartet of players with New England roots to spearhead the 
Revs' attack this season ... the complete breakdown of New England natives getting on the 
scoresheet for the Revs in 2014 is:

REVS’ATTENDANCE ROSE AHEAD OF LEAGUE PACE 

In 2014, the Revolution’s attendance finished far ahead of the club's 2013's attendance ... in 
their 17 home games, the Revs' attendance increased by 12.38 percent... the Revs averaged 
16,681 fans at Gillette Stadium this year - more than 1,800 fans per game ahead of the club’s 
average of 14,844 in 2013 ... this season, the Revs claimed MLS’fourth-highest attendance 
growth rate behind D.C. United (24.8%), Toronto FC (21.81%) and San Jose (17.09%, which 
includes a match at Levi's Stadium, in addition to their annual game at Stanford Stadium)... 
this season, MLS averaged a 2.64 percent growth in attendance. 

CLOSING THE HOME SCHEDULE ON A HIGH NOTE 

The Revolution welcomed 32,766 fans to Gillette Stadium on October 25 for the team’s 
regular-season finale against Toronto FC ... that was the third-highest stand-alone Revolution 
attendance in Gillette Stadium history, and the highest mark since 39,256 came out to watch 
the Revs face the LA Galaxy on Aug. 30, 2008 ... in all soccer matches at Gillette Stadium, it 
was the 13th-largest crowd in stadium history and the second time this season attendance at 
a soccer event topped 32,000, joining the crowd of 56,292 that came out to see the national 
teams of Brazil and Portugal meet in Foxborough on June 6, 214.

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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
